Defining Limited War 


While Defense Sec. McNamara is 
saying little publicly about results of 
the latest trip to Vietnam, the indica- 
tations are 
that he plans to keep a 
fairly 
tight 
lid 
on 
manpower in­ 
creases. 
We hope he does. For two plain 
facts must be faced regarding the es­ 
calation 
so 
far. One is that it 
has 
failed to bring the desired result of 
negotiations toward a settlement. The 
other is that the investment to date has 
upset the whole balance of U.S. domes- 
lic and foreign commitments, diluting 
and weakening our efforts in places 
where they should have been sharp 
and strong. 
The imbalance might be tolerable 
if the war in Southeast Asia were a 
traditional-type war where one simply 
pressed on full force toward final, 
“total** victory. 
But McNamara evidently perceives, 
as did Hep, F. Bradford Morse (R- 
Mass.) and a group of Republican 
colleagues in a report Monday, that 
a limited w ar has its own set of im­ 
peratives, most of which have thus far 
been ignored. 
The first imperative listed by the 
Republican congressman is that the 
diplomacy accompanying the Vietnam 
war "must not risk expansion to total 
war,” for the obvious reason that total 
war would produce mutual destruction 
on a scale to obliterate the objectives 
sought in the limited war. 
The pressure now being applied by 


nearly 500,000 American troops and 
the combined, intensive efforts of the 
Navy and Air Force would have been 
ample to 
smother the 
Communist 
force that was faced a year or two ago. 
But the Communist effort has risen 
to match the U.S. escalation. And the 
Communists are piped into sources of 
supply that can presumably match 
any U.S. effort right up to the brink 
of total nuclear war. 
If this is McNamara’s conviction, 
he can be expected to give increasing 
attention to the other imperatives of 
limited war. 
These are: (1) that an 
atmosphere of mutual confidence must 
he fostered. (2) that each side must 
be permitted to preserve “face” and 
claim the initiative, and (3) that, the 
effort must “be susceptible to presen­ 
tation, verification and implementa­ 
tion through the private channels of 
diplomacy.’* 
The Republican congressmen made 
clear in their report that there could 
be no significant relaxation of military 
pressure that would alter the balance 
in the enemy's favor, and they specif­ 
ically warned against a complete halt 
in bombing as involving “great mili­ 
tary risk.” 
They did feel that a phased, re­ 
ciprocal de-escalation was within the 
realm of the possible. 
I f McNamara 
shares that view, there could be a sig­ 
nificant new effort to break out of the 
vise.

Camps Abound 
In Pottstown Area

Take a, stretch of field with the wind ruffl­ 
ing through the neighboring trees and making 
the cries of youngsters aJ.pl^ \ rl^_a" ^ íat>1ep 
Imagine a beach under the hot sun and the 
chatter of swimmers that lulls the drifting 
minds of sunbathers oblivious to all but the 
warmth that envelops them. 
At least 18 
camps in the area this type of scene m re­ 
peated with varying charm and m various 
locales as campers seek the low-key leisure 
that makes Summer worthwhile. 
Nothing 
could be less awesome than the idea of kids at 
camp but turn them and the paraphernalia 
of camping into numbers^ and they take on 
surprisingly large dimensions. 
There are 17,000 campers throughout the 
year here whose frolics require a staff of 750 
as they range more than 3000 acres of woods 
and fields with two dozen pools and lakes. 
Not only that but this city-sized population is 
growing every year. Camp directors all have 
noted, an increase in their temporary popula­ 
tions that has continued for the past few 
years. 
The introduction of day-camps live 
years ago briefly knocked, the bottom out of 
attendance for some camps but recovery vas 
rapid. Now both day and resident camps are 
Imp roving and. expanding with, the increase 
in interest as bored children and weary par­ 
ents spread, the word. 
Camps do more than, 
service the traditional eight week stay with a 
dabbling into all kinds of outdoor activities. 
There are camps for diabetics, the mentally 
retarded, the deprived, the sports-minded, 
families, girl and boy scouts and those with 
religious interests. 


BIBLE CAMP 


Camp Sankanae in Pughtown is owned by 
the Bible Club Movement and is intended, 
says the brochure, to have “boys and girls 
learn to know and love Jesus Christ as Saviour 
and Lord and have wholesome fun out of 
doors.” 
The 92 acre camp is on French 
creek, and is typical of every camp in offering 
at least the standard variety of recreation 
being in the country allows. The differences 
between camps are usually not ones of spe­ 
cific activities but of the extras or the specials. 
Sankanae has missionaries at camp each week. 
Bible classes daily for the 155 campers per 
week. Camp Arthur and Camp Reeta, on the 
other hand offer a program of Jewish culture 
and. religious services. 'The United Church of 
Christ runs Camp Fernbrook, St. Peters road, 
without holding any classes.

GIRLS' CAMP 


Camp Council, Camp Council road, has 
different reasons than these other camps for 
ita existence. 
Five hundred underprivileged 
girls aged 8 to 14 are introduced to recrea­ 
tions and activities they might not see much 
of or at all. 
“We have different types of 
sports clinics as well as a private camp here 
at Camp Green Lane,” said Glenn Gordon, 
director of a more familiar camp but again 
one with a special twist. “We have four week 
clinics for football, basketball and karate,” 
he said. “About 150 youngsters attend each 
of those. We cover about 200 acres and what­ 
ever it is athletically, w*e have it.” The scouts, 
as always, run ambitious programs which 
match the others for sports and crafts with, 
that extra bit of dash. “We camp girl scouts 
all year except for the Winter though we’re 
planning a winterized section,” said the direc­ 
tor of Camp Kiwanis, Obelisk. “Our special­ 
ity here is riding and swimming.” The other 
local girl scout camps. Camp

In Brazil 
Kills Branco 


FORTALEZA, Brazil (AP)—A 
Brazilian air force jet collided 
with a light private plane near 
this northeast Brazilian city 
Tuesday, killing former Presi­ 
dent Humberto Gastello Branco 
and four other persons. 
The austere army marshal 
who ruled Brazil with an iron 
hand for nearly three years was 
in the private plane with five 
others. The copilot survived and 
the jet, a T33 trainer, managed 
to return to the Fortaleza air 
base safely. 
The collision occurred over 
the village of Muntubi, about 
nine miles from here, as Gastel­ 
lo Branco, 66, was flying back 
from a visit to the farm of Bra­ 
zilian novelist Raquel de Queir- 
oz, about 120 miles from Fort­ 
aleza. 
CLIPPED TAIL 
The jet trainer, on a routine 
flight, clipped the tail of the 
smaller plane, a Cessna, with a 
wingtip. 
The only survivor was copilot 
Emilio Celso Tinoco. His father, 
Celso, the pilot, died later in a 
hospital.
